HON. MR. DRAKE'S RE8IQNA- 
'f(ON. 

Tho reported resignation of Hon. Mr. 
Drako as a member of the local cabinet, 
is true. Mr. Drake retires after more 
than eighteen months of service, for 
which he has neither expected nor re- 
ceived one dollar by way of compensa- 
tion. Mr. Drake has been appointed 
Dominion government counsel, and in 
view of tho almost certain prospect of the 
Dominion and provincial governments 
coming to log^erheadH with respect to the 
minerals contained in the railway bull, 
feels it incumbent upon him to resign his 
seat in tho cabinet. The country at large 
will appreciate the delicacy of feeling that 
has prompted Mr Drake to take a step 
which is in marked contrast with tho con- 
duct of members of tho late government 
who, while holding commissions from tho 
Dominion in one hand, held a brief for tho 
province in the other. Characters of 
that' description cannot appreciate Mr. 
Drake's action. It is not to be expected; 
therefore, our esteemed morning contem- 
porary is found condemning Mr. Drake 
for throwing up his cabinet position. Our 
0. c. apparently thinks that it would have 
boon in good form for Mr. Drake to hold 
fast to the provincial honor with one 
hand and to the Dominion purse with tho 
other. This is in keeping with tho atti- 
tude assumed by our esteemed contem- 
porary when Mr. Drako accepted oflice 
without a'port folio. 80 repugnant to the 
Standard's soul was the bare idea of a 
gentleman doing anything for his coun- 
try without being paid, that it told 
the public Mr. Drake had insulted his 
constituents, because he had not de- 
manded a salary I Mr. Drake's retire- 
ment will bo regretted by his colleagues, 
tho house and the country; but, under 
tho circumstances, his course cannot fail 
to meet witli popular approval. 

PRESERVATION OF PEACE. 

Now that construction of the Island 
railway has begun, the maintenance of 
law and order along the line is an import- 
ant consideration. The scene of tho 
works, in the most populous part of tho 
province and so easily and cheaply acces- 
sible, will make this inattor much more- 
difficult than along tho line on tho main- 
land. It is to be feared, moreover, that 
the Island railway workB will be visited 
constantly by roaming Indians, both from 
our own extensive coast and from the 
American side. Tho local justices of the 
peace are most useful in ordinary times, 
but they cannot attend ell'ectively to ma- 
gesterial business along tho lino, as they 
have their own affairs to look after, anil 
reside apart, and 113 two of thorn are re- 
quirod to make a court a special magis- 
trate should bo appointed to have charge 
of tho whole line. The important dis- 
trict of Nanaimo and the country districts 
between Nanaimo and Esquinialt may 
faiidy expect tho protection which this 
would afford. It is i\ mattur, uIbo, which 
very closely concerns the railway company 
and contractors who may be at work (or 
them as well as the mass of respectable 
laborers, and we have no doubt that Pre- 
sident Dunsmuir, with his usual breadth 
of view and public spirit, will facilitate, 
on the part of the company any arrange 
nients which the government may propose 
to meet tha exigency of the case. In 
theso matters the prevention is almost as 
important as the punishment of crime, 
and control should be exercised from tho 
outset, so that it may be known early to 
loafers and roughs, whether among tho 
whites or the Indians, that the railway 
line on the east coast of the Island is a 
good place for them to stay away from. 

AN ACT of INGRATITUDE. 

After twenty years of faithful service 
as messenger for tho government, we 
learn that Mr. Daniel Deasy has been 
notified that he may resign, and that his 
resignation would lie accepted on the re 
coption of the intimation. Mr. Deasy s 
Bon wont to the provincial secretary, so 
we are informed, and stated to him that 
there was no just reason why his father 
should be notified that his resignation 
would be accepted; but that if it were 
accepted, he (Mr. Deasy, jr.) had tlie 
first claim on the position of his father. 
Mr. Deasy, sr., is a man of family. He 
has lived with us and passed lingering but 
faithful hours in the public service. Hut 
still, with ingratitude, the government 
says, "You must go; wo have another 
mail on hand." This is our paternal ad- 
ministration. — Standard . 

When we state that there- if not an 
atom of truth in the above paragraph 
people will know that it emanated from 
tho ex-missionary, who seems lo be in- 
capable of tolling the truth when talking 
or writing of apolitical opponent. Mr. 
Deasy was not notified that he must re- 
sign. Of li is own free will and accord he 
exchanged duties with Mr. A. Holmes 
and tho government assented to the ex- 
change. Ho is still in the government 
employ and in an oasjer position than that 
which ho formerly occupied. We have 
the authority of "Mr. Deasy's son" for 
tho statement that he did not complain of 
his father having been ill-treated; and 
that ho did misapply for the position of 
his father; neit her does he regard himself 
as having any claim to it. The paragraph 
quotod from beginning to end is a false- 
hood, and Lliu stupidity that dictated its 
publication is only equalled by the rascal- 
ity that concocted it . 

FORMOSA. 

Tho island of Formosa, which the 
Fronch intend to occupy in ease China 
persists in refusing to pay the indemnity 
demanded, is ninety miles east of the 
China province of Fokem. The island 
is 245 miles in length from north to 
south, and 100 miles wide, with an area 
of §15,000 square miles. It is divided in- 
to two distinct parts by a ridge of high 
mountains called Mule Kan Shan, run- 
ning its entire length. Many of the 
mountains are volcanic and attain a 
height of 12,000 feet. The western part 
of the island was conquered by tho Chi- 
nese at an early date, and is peopled by 
a mixed population of Chinese and na- 
tives. It is far advanced in tho arts of 
civilization. A considerable commerce is 
carried on with Fokim and other provin- 
ces of China. Literature is in a flourish- 
ing Btato, and people of the eastern 
Chinese province often send their sons to 
Formosa to obtain literary honors. Tho 
fertile fields and mountain slopes are 
well cultivated and produce rice, tea, 
sugar, grain, camphor and cotton, be- 
sides timbor and tropical fruits. The 



eastern side of tho island presents a com- 
plete contrast to this flourishing country 
The ridge of snow-capped mountains lias 
shut the inhabitants out from all the 
bouefitd of advancing civilization en- 
joyed by tho western half of tho island, 
and they are still savages of whom little is 
known, owing to their wildness. There 
are stories of some tribes living up trees 
like monkeys, but there is no foundation 
for this assertion. The FoppuohoanB, the 
descendants of tho old tribes who possess- 
ed Formosa prior to tho time when the 
Chinese obtained their footing, appear to 
be more open to civilization, and in some 
of their villages are remains of churches 
which have been erected under the aus- 
pices of missionaries. Formosa cent. nils 
a population of .'1,000,000, one city on the 
west coast containing 100,000. 

TDK DOMINION LIQUOR ACT. 

Mr. Bethune, advocate for the Domin- 
ion side of the liquor license act case, 
cut a sorry figure before the supreme 
court. Mr. Bethune is a lawyer of great 
ability; but he failed in this instance to 
make the worse appear the better cause. 
The interjections by the judges were all 
unfavorable to tho contention of Mr. 
Bethune, and there is abundant reason 
for tho exprossiou of tho belief that tho 
finding of the court will sustain the right 
of the provinces to legislate in such mat- 
ters. From ( Ittawa the ease will probably 
be carried to London.

Sib; — Upon your request, ami on receipt 
of your letter of instructions, dated Mon- 
treal, May 17th. 1S.SI. to go to British Co- 
lumbia mid examiue the location 011 the 
K11111 loops section of tho Canadian 1'aeitie 
Railway, I proceeded at (■nor, via Suu Fran- 
cisco and Victoria, li. ('., to Savoniis' Fer- 
ry, at tin- west end 1 if Kamloops Luke, 
where the government contract for building 
east from the Pacific coast curls and the 
work of the company commences. 

At Savonas' Kerry I met Mr. Cninlne, in 
charge o( construction, anil Major Lingers, 
iu charge of locution, who walked with uie 
over the proposed line to Kaiuloops village, 
a distance of 25 miles. At this linn- (June 
fith) Major Bayers bad bis locating parties 
organized and at work, and bad located the 
lino from Savonas' Ferry about ten miles to 
the vicinity of Cherry Creek Bluffs, where 
the expensive' rock work of tho Kamloops 
section occurs. After carefully examining 
t'uo ploponed hue, 1 iuleginphed you my 
opiuiou that the low grade shore line, on 
011 the south side of Kamloops Lake, should 
be adopted ill preference to all other lines 
oil the south side, in which opinion Mr. 
Gambia and Mnjor Rogers fully concurred. 

Iu locating the line along the face of the 
Cherry Creek Bluffs, every foot of the dis- 
tance was carefully examined, and I lie best 
possible location selected. Tllo work on 
this part of the section (six miles) is ex- 
pensive but cannot be avoided. The grades 
011 the lake section arc favorable, 111 no case 
exceeding one per cent., and are compen- 
sated for curvature. 

During the location to Kamloops, I ex- 
amined thoroughly the high grade line 
located by the government engineers, some 
years ago, along the Churry Creek Wall's, 
which 1 think would he impracticable to 
build and main tain . Embankments more 
than fifty feet high occur, the slopes of 
which would extend into the lake, where, 
i;. sounding with a lino 1 lo feet iu length, 
no bottom was reached. Neither is there 
room to build retaining walls, or trestle 
bridging without extendi ng into very deep 
water. 

The rock excavation 011 the new line will 
be much less than on the old, ami the tun- 
nelling is reduced more than one-half. The 
maximum gradients are tin- same on the 
new line as on the old, Imt the curvature is 
increased curves of leu degrees having 
been found necessary at the Cherry Creek 
Bluffs. 

I also examined cnrefully a line run by 
Major Rogers over th< lulls south »l the 
1. lull's, which would avoid it pal t of the 
heavy work, and cost less to Imild, but to 
construct this line, grades of llli feet pel- 
mile cannot be avoided, and as there is no 
grade between the Selkirk mountains and 
the Pacific coast, (about M0 utiles) exceed- 
ing (JO feet per mile, it would uet be sound 
railway policy to introduce heavier grades 
near the centre of this long section, if they 
could be 11 voided without excessive expense. 

I also thoroughly examined tic- country 
outside of the above specified lines, and was 
fully satisfied that the low grade shore hue 
was" the best that could lie selected on or 
near the south shore of Kamloops Luke. 

I suhmith herewith an estimate of the 
total quantities of earth and rock excava- 
tion and tunnelling based upon the prices 
at which I understand the work to he let, 
also of bridging, as estimated from the 
located line, with the estimated cost of ties, 
rails, fastenings, track-lying, ballasting, 
buildings, right of way and engineering, 
the total estimated cost of this section of 
25 miles, $1,100,144, or about §1-1,(100 per 
mile. 

After tho location of the above de- 
scribed section was finally completed, 1 
passed over the remaining portion of the 
mountain section of the Canadian Pacific 
railway yet to bo built from Kamloops 
Village, in British Columbia, to the end 
of track near the summit of the llocky 
Mountains, a distance of 203 mile-:. Hav- 
ing seen the plans and profiles covering 
nearly all of the heaviest work, and hav- 
ing examined thu character of the. ma- 
terials to be moved and the bridges to be 
built, I am able to speak of the cost of the 
lino remaining for construction with rea- 
sonable accii racy. 

From Kamloops Village to the Little 
Shuswap Lake, thirty-eight milos, the 
line runs near the allure of the South 
'I hompsuii river, Clossing the farms that 
aro located iu the valley, where tho small 
streams tributary to the river furnish 
water for irrigation. The grading and 
bridging on this portion of the line is 
very light, and tho material is mostly 
sand and gravel. The trees are few and 
scattered, and clearing and grubbing will 
be very light. 

From Little Shuswap Lake to Sica- 
nious Narrows (forty-live miles) tho line 
will be somewhat more expensive. The 
Shuswap Lakes are of irregular shape 
and their arms, extending out between 
tho mountains, distort the railway line 
and cause a loss in distance of about 
eight miles. The lino leaves tho South 
Thompson river at the head of the Little 
Shuswap Lake, crosses a "divide" to the 
Salmon arm of the Shuswap Lakes, and 
passes around on the south shore to Sica- 
111 011.1 Narrows. 

From the west end of the Little Shus- 
wap Lake, going eastward, tho excava- 
tion on the first six miles will average 
nearly MO, 000 cubic yards per mile, about 
one-half of which will bo rock. On the 
next fourteen miles tho work will average 
10,000 cubic yards per mile — all earth 
and gravel. Tho next thirteen miles will 
average 10,000 yards per mile, 1000 yards 
of which will be rock and the rest earth, 
gravel and sand. The remaining twelve 



miles to Sicamous Narrows will average 
only about 10,000 cubic yards to the mile, 
40 per cent, of which will be rock. Oil 
this section there will be two short tun- 
nels — one of 240 feet and one of oOO. 

From Savonas' Ferry to Sicamous Nar- 
rows, a distance of 108 miles, tho entire 
lino is contiguous to navigable waters, and 
is therefore most favourably situated for 
cheap and rapid construction. 

From Little Shuswap Laku eastward 
there is a marked change in the climate. 
Instead of tho dry and almost rainless sec- 
tion extending eastward from the Cascade 
or Coast Range to tho Shuswap Lakes, 
rain falls hero in abundance, and a dense 
growth of timber covers the country oast- 
ward to the Hummit of the Rocky Moun- 
tains; hemlock, white pine, Douglass fir, 
spruce and 301110 other varieties of timber 
growing to an enormous size. Crossties, 
bridge timber, telegraph polos and lumber 
can bo obtained at any place between 
Kamloops Lake and the main range of tho 
Rocky Mountains at small cost. For ex- 
ample: responsible parties propose to de- 
liver at Savonas' Ferry bridge timber of 
all lengths at §15 per thousand feet, B. 
M., cross-ties on the lino at 25 cents each, 
and piles at four cents per lineal foot; 
and 1 think all such materials can be fur- 
nished at less cost. 

From Sicamous Narrows to Griffin 
Lake, near the summit of Kuglo I'ass, in 
Gold Range (thirty miles), the lino follows 
the valley of the Eagle river. Btit little 
if any rock excavation occurs, and the 
earth work is very light. Some [die 
bridging, and a short pivot bridge at. 
Sicamous Narrows will he required. The 
country is densely wooded, and clearing 
and grubbing will cost about one thousand 
dollars per mile over the remaining por - 
tion of the line, east to the Kooky 
Mountains. 

Tho Kamloops section (twenty-five 
miles), over which tho lino is definitely 
located and the work under contract, will 
cost, as bufore stated, one million one 
hundred thousand one hundred and forty- 
four ($1,100,144) dollars. The section to 
ilrillin Lake, at the summit of ISagle I'ass 
(113 miles), is estimated to cost not more 
t ban an average of sixteen thousand six 
hundred (§115,000) dollars per utile, mak- 
ing the average cost per mile from the 
west end of Kamloops Lake to Griffin 
Lake, a distance of LIS miles, twenty-one 
thousand live hundred and sixty-tivo 
(§21,505) dollars per mile. 

This estimate, I am satisfied, will cover 
the cost of this section of the road, in- 
cluding station buildings, water service, 
etc. 

From Eagle I'ass the line follows down 
the east slope of the Gold Range by way 
of the narrow valley of Tnmwater creek, 
to the west, crossing of the Columbia 
river. Tho excavation is mostly in earth, 
hut few rock cuttings occurring. As the 
Columbia is approached, some heavy em 
ban k men ts are required. The Columbia 
river is 800 feet wide, with a strong rapid 
current, and should bo crossed by an iron 
truss bridge, with a timber trestle ap 
prouoh, 2,800 feet long, averaging thirty 
to thirty-tive feet in height. The cost of 
this bridge can bo reduced materially by 
using two per cent, grades on the east 
slope of the Gold Kange, but as no grade , 
exceeding sixty-six feet per mile occurs 
between the Selkirk range and the I'acilic 
Coast, as before stated, it is best not to 
chang* here. 

Eastward from the west crossing of the 
Columbia river, the lino follows the valley 
of tho Illicilli wnet to the summit of the 
Selkirk rai.gu (Rogers I'uas); thonou down 
the valley of the lieavcr to the Hast 
Columbia; thence up the Columbia river 

valley to the mouth of the Kicking Horse 
river, and up that stream to the summit 
of the mam range of tho Rocky moun- 
tains. 

The line over the Selkirk mountains, a 
distance of sixty-three miles, is remark 
ably easy to construct,, there being com 
puratively little rock excavation, and but j 
one short tunnel. The great bulk of the 
work will he iu earth and loose rock. Two 
truss bridges of one span each will be re 
quired at. the crossings of the lllicilliwaet 
and the Beaver, and one or two short j 

truss bridges across small 11 dam! 

streams, and a moderate number of short | 
pile and trestle bridges across gullies on 
the mountain slopes. 

At the east crossing of the Columbian 
deck truss bridge, 1550 feet iu length, will 
be required. Iu the valley of the Colum- 
bia, for a distance of thirty-tive miles, 
with the exception nf tile ciilloli (four 
miles), where there are two short tunnels 
and some heavy work, now being done 
tho line, is a remarkably easy 0110 to build, 
the work being mostly 111 gravel and sand, 
and the rock, where it occurs, consisting 
of slate and shale. 

From tlie mouth of the Kicking Horse 
river to the summit of the Rocky moun- 
tains, a distance of forty-four miles, the 
grading is nearly completed, and 1 can 
sec no reason why the track cannot be 
laid to the mouth of the Heaver (seventy- I 
inn a miles from the Kooky mountain 1 
summit) boforo winter sets in. 

While traversing the lino remaining to 
be built through the wooded section, 
evidences of snow slides were seen at and 
near Rogers Pass in the Selkirk range, 
also near the summit of the main range | 
of the Rocky mountains, but thu aggre- I 
gate distance on which these occur does 1 
not exceed fifteen miles. A number of 
snow sheds will probably be required for 
the protection of the track, but nearly | 
fifty miles of theso are in successful use 
on the Central Pacific road. 

From careful inspection 0/ tho country 
through which thu line passes, and an ex- 
amination of the plans and profiles so far 
as the lino is finally located, between the 
summit of the Gold Range and the sum - j 
mit of the Rocky Mountains, one hull- | 
dred and fifty miles, I am satisfied that 
this section of the road can be constructed 
at an average cost not exceeding thirty- 
three thousand dollars (Soli, 000) per mile, 
including station buildings, etc. 

In view of tho rugged mountain conn- | 
try, through which the line passes, from 
Savonas Ferry to the summit of tho main j 
range of tho Rocky mountains, a distance ' 
of two hundred and ninety miles, and the 
dense timber obstructing tho successful 
exploration of tho country over most of 
the distance, you have an exceedingly 
cheap line to build, costing far less per i 
mile than the mountain work of the Union 1 
and Central Pacific roads. , | 

The alignment is good, and tho gradi- 
ents, with the exception of the west slope 
of the Rocky mountains, and over the | 
Selkirk range, in no place on the niouii- 
tair. section exceed sixty-six feet per 
mile. 

On a portion of the west slope of the 
Rocky mountains, and parts of both 
slopes of the Selkirk range, grades of one 
hundred and sixteen foot per mile exist, 
but they occur within a comparatively 
short distance and can be easily and econ- 
omically operated by the usu of special 
locomotives, such as ure used on similar 
gradients elsewhere. 

I gave some attention to the nine miles 
of temporary track that has been built 
around a tunnel, and some heavy work in 
the vicinity of Mount Stephen, for the 
purpose of saving a year's time in com- 
pleting the road through to the Pacific. 



This part of tho road has four per cent, 
grades, and curves of ton degrees. As 
far as I examined this temporary line, I 
found it thoroughly built, with aeventy 
pound rails (per yard), and first-class 
fastenings. It will answer all purposes 
for traffic for years to come, without mate- 
rial increase in tho cost of operating. 
Tho Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fo, and 
other roads crossing the Rocky mountains 
have grades equal to or exceeding this 
one. 

1 also examined the section of the pro- 
posed permanent line around which tho 
temporary linu has boon built, and espec- 
ially, as you requested, the large rock 
slide immediately east of the long tunnel 
through a spur of Mount Stephen. All 
of the slide, except about ono bundled 
and fifty feet in width, seems to have 
boon formed from gradual accretions, as 
the face of the solid rock forming the cliffs 
south of the line has weathered and worn 
away. There is no evidence of any recent 
movement that could not be guarded 
against. Hushes of various kinds grow 
on the old and gradually accreted portion. 
The one hundred and fifty foot of this 
slide, above referred to, is the truck of a 
small stream that comes out from under a 
glacier about one thousand feet abovo the 
grade lino. This glacier extends up 
Mount Stephen nearly, or quite to the 
summit, the upper portion being hidden 
from view by a projecting spur of the 
mountain. Thi3 small stream is gaaduully 
accumulating debris from tho glacier, and 
iu times of extreme summer heat when 
the largest amount of snow and ice is be- 
ing melted, a flood of water rushes down 
this slide, carrying with it tho accumula- 
ted debris, into tho valley below, with 
great force. A truss brhlgo ono hundrod 
and fifty feet in length, can bo built over 
this slide through which tlieso accumula- 
tions can be passed with safety. 

But the temporary lino around this 
place is so vvell built, and promises to an- 
swer present purposes so well, I should 
think il unwise to expend any money en 
the intended permanent hue until tho 
traffic really demands it. 

From the summit of the Rocky moun- 
tains, I went by rail to Winnipeg, and 
had an opportunity to see the entire line 
by daylight. * 

The track is in most excellent condition. 
Many of the temporary bridges across the 
larger streams have been replaced by sub- 
stantial masonry and iron structures, and 
others of this description are now being 
erected. 

The country through which the road 
passes appears to be rapidly tilling up with 
a farming population, and evidences of 
thrift and prosperity are seen iu all settled 
parts. This country yields abundantly 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, potatoes, etc., 
and will soon become the groat whoat- 
growiog ciointpy ,,f America. 

I know of no country in the United 
Stales of the same area that equals this for 
the growth of wheat and othur grains 
adapted to the climate. By comparison 
of samples taken from fields of standing 
grain, ready for tho harvest, six hundred 
and eight hundred miles west of Winnipeg, 
with like samples from tlioliedltivet coun- 
try in Minnesota, the merit was largely in 
favor of the former, and, judging from 
appearances, tho yield will bo much 
greater.

The grades and 
alignment are easy, and thu charactor of 
the work the cheapest mountain work I 
have ever seen.

THE LICENSE QUESTION. 



(XOSi: OF THE AKGIIIHENT 
FOIt TIIE PROVINCES. 

Mr. Bvtli 11 lie's Argument for the 
Dominion. 



Ottawa, Sept. 2G. — In the supreme 
court this morning the argument in tho 
license case was continued by Mr. Gregory 
011 behalf of tho provinces of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. He argued that no 
Dominion legislation could take away tho 
municipal powers exorcised by these 
provinces at the time of confederation. 

Mr. Justice Strong thought it was pro- 
per to assume that tho confederation act 
did not, intend to limit in any way thu 
municipal rights possessed by the pro- 
vinces at tlit? time. The intention was 
rather to secure those rights from infringe- 
ment, and all of the provinces had power 
to deal with the liquor tralBc as a munici- 
pal or police regulation. 

Mr. Gregory pointed out Lhat the 
Dominion License Act proposed to deal 
with property and civil rights, a subject 
clearly within the power of tho provincial 
legislatures. 

Attorney-General Davie, on behalf of 
British Columbia, said that at tho last 
session of the legislature of his province a 
resolution was adoptud declaring that tho 
local government should use every consti- 
tutional means to resist tho Dominion 
License Act. Ho was proceeding to argue 
that British Columbia was in tho same 
position as any other province under the 
confederation act, when Chief Justice 
Ritchie asked tho Dominion counsel 
whether in the event of the Dominion 
License Act being declared ultra vires as 
regards tho othor provinces tho court 
would be asked to uphold it for British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Hethuno— Certainly not. They 
must all be treated alike. 

Mr. Davie contended that the peculiar 
position of British Columbia strengthened 
the claim that the regulation of the liquor 
tratlic was purely a local matter. He cited 
a number of American authorities to show 
that the local laws or regulations restrict- 
ing or affecting the sale of liquors did not 
interfere in any way with the general 
power of Congress to regulate trade and 
commerce. The matter has always boon 
tin. lor state or municipal control. In re- 
gard to British Columbia, before Confed- 
eration the power of granting licenses was 
conferred on local magistrates, showing 
that the system was one of a local charac- 
ter. That system was still in vogue in 
the province under Acts passed sinco con- 
federation. The revenues derived from 
liquor licenses were used for municipal 
purposes wherever municipalities had 



been created. Tho subjects assigned to 
tho Dominion Parliament were of a na- 
tional character, and control of all mat- 
ters of a local nature must rest with the 
provincial legislatures. Every matter 
dealt with by the municipalities might be 
said to bo in some way incidental to trade 
and commerce The fact that every pro- 
vince in Canada was horo - protesting 
against tho Dominion License Act should 
have groat weight with the Court iu de- 
termining what powers wore invested in 
tho respective legislatures. The Dominion 
had for sixteen yours acquiesced in tho 
right of provinces to deal with the liquor 
liquor tratlic by declining to disallow Acts 
relating to that subject. 

When Mr. Davie concluded his address 
Mr. Bethune asked for an adjournment 
until to-morrow, when ho will open tho 
argument on behalf of the Dominion. 
THE CASK FOB TUB DOMINION. 

On the following day the asguinont was 
opened on behalf of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment by Mr. Bethuno, Q. C. Ho sub- 
mitted that either as part of their power 
to make laws regulating trade and com- 
merce, or for the general peace and good 
government of the Dominion, the Do- 
minion parliament could assume control 
ovor the liquor traffic, Tho Crooks Act, 
which had boon declared constitutional, 
might have been passed by the Dominion 
parliament for tho whole of the province. 
Tho dominion power tu legislate respect 
ing tho liquor tratlic could bu properly 
exorcised by the provinces in absence of 
legislation by the Dominion parliament, 
but the moment federal legislation was 
introduced, the local statutes on the sub- 
ject were superseded. 

Mr. Justice Strong — How can a power 
which is declared to bo exclusive, bo su- 
perseded or over-ridden f Could not Do- 
minion legislation ho superseded by pro- 
vincial legislation, provided the subject 
matter is one ovor which provincial leg- 
islatures have control I I do not admit 
that the British North America Act con- 
fers on the federal parliament all the 
powers not specially delegated to provin- 
cial legislatures. This has hitherto been 
assumed, but never determined. 

Mr. Justico Gwynno was of opinion 
that though the municipal regulation in 
the Crooks Act may affect the trade in in- 
toxicating liquors, it does not do so in the 
souse that the term "trade and com- 
merce" is generally used. 

Mr. Bethune submitted that the effect of 
the Hodge judgment was thai while the 
power of parliament was in abeyance simi- 
lar [lowers might be exercised by local legis- 
latures in any merely local matter, it 
having been determined that the Canada 
Temperance Act, providing for local option 
throughout the Dominion, was within the 
competence of the Dominion parliament. 
The regulation of the hotel system through- 
out Canada was not a matter of purely local 
uuiuro, and it ought not to be left to muni- 
cipal control. The municipal [lowers ex- 
ercised in different provinces before confed- 
eration could not determine what powers 
were intended lo be given to the province 
under the words "Municipal Institutions," 
because those [lowers wen- different iu dif- 
ferent provinces. 

Mr. Justice Strong— Were not all the 
[lowers properly to be included in Munici- 
pal Institutions given to all the provinces? 
That is the question. 

Mr. Bethune couteuded that the jurisdic- 
tion of parliament extended to every brauc 
of trade that parliament chose to regulat 

Mr. Justice Strong — In tho Russell case 
the privy coui'cil declare that this regulat- 
ing power is vested in tho Dominion; in 
tho Hodgo case they say it is vested in the 
provinces. The Hodge judgment, being the 
last delivered, mnsl hold. 

Chief Justice Ritchie— In the Russell case 
it has beeu decided that parliament has 
[lower to absolutely prohibit. Now it is 
couteuded that the power to regulate follows 
the power to prohibit, but when the privy 
council comes to deal with the question they 
say that the regulating power is vested 111 
the. provinces. 

Mr. Justice Strong— The line between 
regulation and prohibition is purely an ar- 
bitary one. 

Chief Justice Ritchie — If it has been de- 
clared that the provinces have oxelusivo 
jurisdiction, bow can we say that the Do- 
minion also has the power? 

Mr. Bethune-—"] am in a difficulty 
about this word exclusive." He argued 
that if the Dominion License Act. was not 
constitutional iu whole it was in part and 
urged that tho clause of tho Act dealing 
wholesale and shop licenses were under 
Dominion control, and the Act must be 
declared in force with reference to those. 
The section of tho Act referring to local 
option, prohibition, adulteration ofliquois 
and retail shops should also, ho contend 
ed, in any event be bold good. 

Mr. Bethuno had not concluded his 
address when the court rose. The re- 
marks of tho judges were generally hos- 
tile to his contentions.

most irresponsible journals of the ^ 
Paris boulevards. Even the moi't 
faithful Gladstonian organs hardly at- 
tempt to deny that the Boers have 
flagrantly broken their treaties, insult I 
ed the British flag, killed English 
officers and enslaved English ullies. 
The Pall Mall Gazette welcomes to its 
columns the letters of a Cape Colonist, j 
who describes the word of England to | 
her African allies as having proved a 
fraud and a lie. 

The French Premier is in difficulties. 
The reported postponement of the 
Cabinet council is generally attributed 
to a disagreement with two of his: 
colleagues — the Minister of War, who 
refuses to send another soldier without I 
authorization from the Chambers, and ! 
the Minister of the Interior, who has 
himself a sharp eye on the Premier- 
ship. J 

Tho Rusoian O/.ar displays great ] 
partiality for sporting in Poland. He 
ordered the construction of a shooting | 
box there and hunted up a Polish ; 
priest, an old companion in sport, and 
has killed one stag and nineteen bears. 
His chief confidant and counselor now j 
is a brother of the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir. 

A German journal has made very I 
merry over the English Queen's anger | 
at thejmesallianceof the Grand Duke of 
Hesse. It points out that in a com- 
paratively recent period there have 
been no less than seventeen morgan- 
atic unions in royal German circles, j 
the offenders including one Emperor, 
four Kings, one Elector, two Arch- I 
dukes of Austria and nine royal Prin- ! 
ces. It then declares that all these j 
marriages turned out happily, and 
climaxes its atrocity by a reminder ' 
that the alliance of the Princess Louise | 
with the Marquis of Lome would, i 
according to the German law, raid; 
only as a morganatic marriage. 

Tho Belgian Liberals have at last 
awakened to some sense of the peril | 
in which their violence has placed the 
cause of constitutionalism on the j 
Continent. They have now formally | 
denounced the fomenters of sedition I 
and unseemly republican cries, as well 
all violators of order. By this act and 
the prompt action of the police, what 1 
threatened to become an ugly situation 
is now a very much simpler one. The 
trouble is largely due to the fact that 
Brussels is the refuge of a lot of an- 
archists and adventurers driven out (if 
Paris and other centers, who seize a 
chance like the present to inflame the 
mindsjof jartisans and laborers against 
the law. There will probably be no j 
further rioting before the communal 
election of October 1 9th, but party feel- j 
ing runs so high that disorders are like- 
ly then to ensue. The worst feature of 
tho present situation is the business 
war which the Clerical vdlages are 
waging against Brussels. The clergy 
and their friends are forming great 
leagues to buy nothing from the city 
merchants. 

An epidemic of embezzlement, with 
sensational sequels, is prevalent in 
Hungary. The institutions plundered 
have been in all cases orphan asylums, 
supported wholly or in part by the 
State. The accounts of some of the 
orphanages being in a suspicious state, 
a general investigation was ordered 
and it was found that funds to the 
amount of $,'?2, 000 had been embezzl 
ed. Several of the ofliicals implicated 
were arrested. One has since > mitt- 
suicide. Three others died suddenly 
and mysteriously, and the rest are 
bankrupt. The taxpayers, therefore, 
will be called upon lo defray the de 
licit.
